A plain neat little house suitable for 
a summer cottage may be constructed 
very cheaply by following this plan. 
To secure air and comfort 
in 
hot 
weather as well as in cool weather 
bedrooms are provided both inside and 
outside of the house proper. The main 
building is a sm all affair only 16 feet 
wide by SS feet in 
length 
without 
measuring 
the 
porches 
and 
the 
ground floor is divided into two rooms. 
a large living 0 b in 15 by 24 feet aud a 
kitchen 9 by 15 feet. 
This big room has a beam ceiling. 
Beam ceilings are Hutch. 
They may 
be faddy In the United States at the 
present time, but they look all right 
when properly furnished, in fact there 
is something suggestive of ease, socia­ 
bility and general comfort about 
a 
room that is ceiled overhead in this 
way. 
The beams have a solid sort of 
supporting effect popularly supposed to 
savor of Knickerbocker 
times 
when 
economy was a necessary virtue and 
they did not understand the cheap art 
of sticking plaster firmly enough over­ 
head so that it would not descend in 
pat bes at intervals on the h e a t; of 
our stocking fashioned ancestors. 
This house is so constructed th a t the 
main body of it may be made warm 
and comfortable late in the fall by h a v ­ 
ing a good range in the kitchen and a 
fire in the fireplace. 
W ith the stair 
door open the upper room s m ay 
be 
made quite com fortable even in fairly 
cold weather. 
The other

rooms in the veranda sections could 
be closed off at this time.

to plan a house to meet all require­ 
ments.

GARBAGE TO LIGHT TOWN. 


Alcohol M ade from I t W ill B e U sed 
as Fuel a t Sioux C ity, 
Iow a. 


Sioux City, la.—At a m eeting ct the 
city council recently a resolution was 
carried requesting City 
Chem ist 
W. 
Leo Lewis to make an investigation 
into the possibility of m aking dena- 
;ured alcohol from the garbage collect­ 
ed in Sioux City, the alcohol to he used 
as fuel to operate light engines in the 
city buildings. 
Alderman M axiener subsequently de­ 
clared that 
with 
Chem ist 
W. Lee 
Lewis he took tw o buckets of garbage 
from his bakery 
kitchen, and 
they 
made a quantity of alcohol, fully equal 
aud to all appearances as good alcohol 
is was ever made from any kind of 
wood.’’ 
As soon as inventions are 
com pleted to make it possible to use 
alcohol to run the light plant in the 
city building and library building, the 
ity of Sioux City proposes to dispose 
of the garbage of the entire city by 
converting it into fuel fluid. 
The potato peelings 
and 
biscuits, 
chicken bones and 
apple 
cores, old 
rags and cherry seeds, will all be 
boiled up together and converted into 
power for thousands of electric lights. 
Mr. Lewis, who is professor of chem ­ 
istry in M orningside 
college 
labora­ 
tory. said regarding the plan: 
“I am 
sure it is practical. 
Garbage, when 
properly treated, m akes the best kind 
of wood alcohol. 
I believe the garbage 
>f Sioux City would run the municipal 
plants and the 
plant 
necessary 
to 
make the alcohol. 
It is certainly an 
economical proposition, 
rivaling 
the 
idea of Victor Hugo that France loses 
$*>0,000,000 every year by allowing the 
sew age to drain into the ocean when 
it should he put in the vinyards. 
‘ I shall prepare the plans for the 
Sioux City plant, and we will be, in all 
probability, the first city in the United 
States to have such a plant.”

a rts has been free from tax. 
In th e 
Scientific A m erican th e following de­ 
scription is given of th e “ denaturiz- 
ing” p rocesses in use in G erm any. ^ 
Says the w riter: 
“T h ere are two general classes or 
degrees 
of 
denaturizing, 
viz., 
th e 
‘com plete’ and th e ‘incom plete/ ac­ 
cording to th e purposes for w hich th e 
alcohol so denaturized is to be ulti­ 
m ately used. 
“C om plete denaturizatfon of alco­ 
hol bv tho G erm an system is 
ac­ 
com plished by the addition to every 
IOO liters ( 2 * > g a l l o n s ) of sp irits: 
(a) Tw o and one-half liters of th e 
‘stan d ard d e n a tu riz e r/ m ade of four 
parts of wood alcohol, one part of 
pyridin (a nitrogenous base obtained 
P 
by distilling boue-oil or 
coal 
ta r), 
with the addition to each liter of 50 
gram s of oil of lavender or rosem ary; 
(b) one and one fourth liters of th e 
above ‘s ta n d a rd ’ and tw o liters of 
b e n z o l/w ith every IOO liters of alco­ 
hol.” 
Of alcohol th u s com pletely dena­ 
turized th ere w ere used in G erm any 
during th e year 1903, we are told, 
26,080.505 gallons, w hich 
w ere e m ­ 
ployed for heating, lighting, and vail- 
m 


o h s processes of m anufacture. 
T he 
*■ 
“ incom plete’’ typo of d e n a t u r a t i o n 
is sufficient to prevent alcohol from 
being drunk, but n o t to disqualify it 
from use for various special purposes, 
for which th e wholly denaturized spir­ 
its would be unavailable. 
T here are 
several m ethods in which such sub­ 
stan ces as pyridin, shellac, cam phor, 
ether, soap, or casto r oil are used.

“ T he price of denaturized alcohol v a ­ 
ries in different sta te s and provinces 
of the em pire in accordance with the 
yield and consequent m ark et price of 
potatoes, grain, and other m aterials

WILL BE IN GOOD REPAIR 


Friday afternoon, in the News office, 


there was a meeting of the road and 
bridge committee which was appointed 
by the County Good Roads convention 
in Ada the Monday before. The com- 
mittee is composed of several members 
of the commercial club and of the vari- 
ous road overseers appointed by the 
convention. 


Judge Tolbert called the meeting to 


order and explained the object to be 
the farther consideration of road and 
bridge matters. 'As heretofore pub- 
lished, the arrangement is for the Ada 
Commercial club to furnish the mate- 
rial and the resident farmers to do the 
work. 
Each overseer present was 


asked to report the condition of his 
road and amount of material required 
for necessary repairs. Reports wer^ 
submitted as follows: 


T. N. Herrin reported on the condi- 


tion of the road from Ahloso to Rock 
creek, and estimated that his portion 
of same could be fixed with 1200 feet 
of lumber for bridges at a cost of $18; 
also 300 feet of lumber for approaches. 


J. L. Buck reported on condition of 


road from Rock creek to crossroads. 
He stated that about 300 feet of »m- 
ber would be required for the construc- 
tion of two small bridges. 


J. A. Marlin reported on the road 


from the east end of the lane at Trant's 
to the government schoolhouse, stating 
that a bridge was needed badly on 
Sandy. He asked for rods, nails and a 
mechanic for the purpose of fixing and 


" repairing the bridge, stating that there 


was already sufficient 
lumber there 


necessary for the bridge, and that the 
farmers of that neighborhood would do 


the work if the town would furnish the 
material above mentioned and a, me- 
chanic -to lay put and plan the work. 
This bridge is on the section line, and 
should be repaired by all means. 


A. N. Davis reported on the road 


from Blackburn's gin to 1 mile west. 
This road needs four culverts, requir- 
ing 3264 feet of lumber at a cost of 
$48.96; also a 16 foot .bridge, requiring

as was ever made from any kind of

Aa soon as inventions are 


completed to make It possible to use 
alcohol to run the light plant In the 
city building and library building, the 
My of Sioux City proposes to dispose 
of the garbage of the entire city by 
converting it into fuel fluid. 


The potato peelings and 
biscuits, 


chicken bones and apple cores, old 
rags and cherry seeds, will all be 
boiled up together and converted into 
power for thousands of electric lights. 


Mr. Lewis, who Is professor of chem- 


istry In Morningside college labora- 
tory, said regarding the plan:

sure it is practical.' Oarbage, when 
properly treated, makes the best kind 
of wood alcohol. I believe the garbage 
of Sioux City would run the municipal 
plants and the 
plant necessary to 


make the alcohol. It Is certainly an 
economical proposition, rivaling the 
idea of Victor Hugo that France loses 
$50.000,000 every year by allowing the 
sewage to drain into the ocean when 
it should be put In the vinyards. 


"I shall prepare the plans for the 


Sioux City plant, and we will be, In all 
probability, the first city in the United 
States to have such a plant."

'DENATURIZED" ALCOHOL. 


To Clean Leather Luggage. 


Same Dressing as Applied to Tan 


Shoes Will Keep Trunk Look- 


ing Like New. 


The salesman brought out a superb 
kltbag of cowhide, a rich brown bag, 
hand sewn, as big as a trunk. 
"This," be said, "is 40." 
"I'd take It,' said the patron, "only 


brown leather luggage gets so dirty 
and shabby afte'r a few months use. 
I have a leather steamer trunk I 
paid $75 for, and It is scratched' and 
stained 
and 
discolored 
so 
I am 


ashamed of it." 
f he salesman frowned. 
"Haven't you sense enough," he 
•aid, "to clean your brown leather lug- 


gage with a tan dressing, the same 
as you clean your brown shoes? As 
brown shoes uncleaued become 
un- 
sightly, so brown luggage does; but 
this luggage cleaned whenever it in 
used is the most imposing and the 
most beautiful you can have. 


"Get a bottle of brown leather dress- 
ing, apply it to your brown trunk, and 
rub with a woolen cloth for five min- 
utes. I'll guarantee that the trunk will 
then look better than new. It will have 
a richer, deeper color. 


"Suit cases, valises, all sorts ot 
brown leather things should be rubbed 
up each time they are used. Then, In- 
stead of-shabby luggage we should see 
everywhere spick and span luggage of 
richest brown." 


An Explanation aa to Just What It 


Is—Will Soon Come Into 


General Use. 


Denatured alcohol is simply ordi- 


nary alcohol mixed with some sub- 
stance that makes it unsalable as a 
beverage. 
The bill recently passed' 


by congress to remove the tax on al- 
cohol for technical uses, which is ex- 
pected to prove of enormous value to 
almost 
all industries, necessitates 


treatment of this kind in the case of 
the exempted spirit. Such processes 
have l|eon long in use in European 
countries, when alcohol used in the 
arts has been free from tax. In the 
Scientific American the following de- 
scription is given of the "denaturiz- 
lug-" processes in use in Germany. 
Says the writer: 


"There are two general classes or 


degrees 
of denaturizing, viz., 
the 


'complete' and the 'incomplete,' ac- 
cording to the purposes for which the 
alcohol so denaturized is to be ulti- 
mately used. 


"Complete denaturizatlon of alco- 


hol by the German system is 
ac- 


complished by the addition to every 
100 liters 
(2G>,& gallons) of spirits: 


(a) Two and one-half liters of the 
'standard denaturlzer." made of four 
parts of wood alcohol, one part of 
pyridln (a nitrogenous base obtained 
by distilling bone-oil or 
coal tar), 


with the addition to each liter of 50 
grams of oil of lavender or rosemary; 
(b) one and one-fourth liters of the 
above 'standard' and two liters of 
ben7,oOwith every 100 liters of alco- 
hol." 


Of alcohol thus completely dena- 


turizod there were used in Germany 
during the year 1903, we are told, 
26.080.50a gallons, which were em- 
ployed for heating, lighting, and varl- 
ous processes of manufacture. 
The 


"incomplete" type of denaturization' 
Is sufficient to prevent alcohol from 
being drunk, but not to disqualify it 
.from use for various special purposes, 
for which the wholly denaturized spir- 
its would be unavailable. There are 
several methods in which such sub- 
stances as pyridin, shellac, camphor, 
ether, soap, or castor oil are used. 
The writer concldes: 


"The price of denaturized alcohol va- 


ries in different states and provinces 
of the empire in accordance with the 
yield and consequent market price of 
potatoes, grain, and other materials 
At the present time alcohol of 95 
per cent, purity, which is the qual- 
ity ordinarily used In Germany for 
burning, sells at wholesale for 28 
to 29 pfennigs (G.C7 to 6.9 cents per 
liter (1.06 quarts), and at retail for 
33 pfennigs '(7.85 cents) per liter." 


Boring with Oxygen. 


Sometimes in 
blast-furnaces 
the 


tap-hole becomes clogged with solidi- 
fied iron. As this is a dangerous sit- 
uation, and may lead to explosions, 
overflows -and other troubles, a quick 
remedy is required. But heretofore 
none has been found that can be al- 
ways depended upon. Even a power- 
ful electric current acts too slowly la 
clearing out the stopped-up tap-hole. 
!l 


Recently, says the Youth's Companion, . ' 
a blast of oxygen has been applied 
with satisfactory results. At first a 
flame of oxygen and hydrogen is blownj^ 
against the plug of iron until the tem- 
perature reaches a high point. Then 
the hydrogen is withdrawn as 
the 


heat increases, until only a blast ot 
pure oxygen under great pressure re- 
mains. This swiftly burns the iron, 
at the same time keeping the hole 
free from the products of the com- 
bustion. 
A -solid block of iron li> 


inches thick can thus be penetrated :4 
in one or two minutes.
